Christopher Kerin, Broker — Seeking equivalency credit toward elective portion of 2012 CE.
It was moved by Commissioner Ells, Commissioner Castonguay 2" and the vote carried to grant
6-hours of equivalent credit towards his continuing education for 2012 for two courses taken,
contingent upon receipt of proof of completing the courses.

Proposed changes to Mandatory course syllabus.
